EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

• Claims 17-20 have been cancelled. Contrary to applicant's arguments, 
claims 17-20 do not depend from claim 1 . 

• In the ABSTRACT, the following has been delected:

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As admitted 
by the applicant, the prior art discloses a linear actuator assembly having a core with a 
permanent magnet disposed along a longitudinal axis of the linear actuator assembly; a 
capacitor for storing electrical energy derived from an electrical pulse received by the 
detonation initiator. Contrary to applicant's arguments in the appeal brief filed 
12/17/2007, capacitors that provide operational power for electrical circuits and are 
charged by a single pulse are known (see, e.g., US 5587550 and 4603635). However, 
the examiner agreed with the applicant's argument that the prior art does not disclose 
an electrical circuit that includes a digital logic gate to compare a representation of the 
charge of the capacitor with a reference voltage established from the electrical pulse 
used to charge the capacitor. This is the only feature that appears to be missing from 
the prior art.
